Miss Helen Cope, principal of the town 
schools, who bar. announced she issued 
sixty five withdrawal certificates 
for 
pupils leaving 
town during the year. 
While this number 
is unusually large 
it does not entirely explain where the 
school 
children have gone, 
as there 
has 
been a number 
of new families 
with children move into the town since 
the last census was taken. 


It is true 
that the number of boys 
and girls between the ages of six and 
sixteen who 
are working in tile mills 
and factories is larger than before but 
this fact 
has no heating 
on the fig­ 
ures, for those students who are work­ 
ing were ail enumerated by Professor 
L efevre. 
The 
increase in 
youthful 
workers has been brought about by 
the increase in wages. 
In many east­ 
ern 
cities the 
number of boys 
who 
s t o k e d school to work 
at attractive 
wages has become so large that school

Dublin, 
Aug. 14— Ireland 
is in a 
•tate of active, eruptive revolution. 
It has passed the stage of mere re­ 
volt. It has gone further than before, 
and nearly the whole Irish people is 
affected. 
The revolution is much deeper and 
more important 
than the 
sporadic 
assassination 
of police 
and 
other 
British officials 
indicate. 
The 
real 
revolution is in the minds and hearts 
of the Irish people, and it has ad­ 
vanced so far that Ireland is all but 
lost to England. It has reached the

Simple Economical Dishes. 
When not too rich, a pudding Is 
wholesome and takes the place of 
pastry or cake more difficult to make 
as well as digest. 


Creamy Rice Pudding. 
Take one-half cupful of well washed 
rice, on* quart of sweet milk. one half 
cupful of sugar, oDe-half cupful of 
raisins, a pinch of suit. 
Bake Rlowly 
until the rice Is done and It Is of a 
creamy consistency. Flavor with nut­ 
meg or any preferred flavor and serve 
hot with hard sauce. 


Spice Pudding. 
Take one half cupful of good molas­ 
ses, one-quarter cupful of shortening, 
one-half cupful of sour milk, one-half 
teaspoonful of amla, salt and spice, one 
and one-half cupfuls of flour, one-half 
cupful of seeded raisins; place In a 
pudding dish In a steamer and steam 
two hours. Serve with any kind of fa­ 
vorite sauce. 


Suet Pudding. 
Take one cupful of chopped suet, 
one cupful of sweet milk. one cupful of 
molasses,

Take one-half cupful of sugar, one 
cupful of water, two teaspoonfuls of 
cornstarch and a pinch of salt; mix 
and cook until well done. Add a little 
butter, nutmeg or any flavoring extract 
aud a tablespoonful of vinegar. 


Brown Betty. 
This may he made of any fruit, hut 
chopped apple Is the one most com­ 
monly used. 
But a layer of buttered 
bread crumbs In u buttered baking 
dish, next a layer of apples, then a 
sprinkling of sugar, with a dusting of 
nutmeg or cinnamon; repeat until -the 
dish Is full.
